attributed as follows: 


1—japan defeated in her aim of 


bringing before the arms confer- 
ence the question of immigration 
a-nd race equality, foresees the pos- 
sibility of driving a barsam 
on 


the California land leasing issue. 


2—France, piqued at America's 


failure to ratify the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the insignificant role 
assigned her at the Washington 
conference, hopes to use 
ratifica- 


tion as a lever for securing modi- 
fication of 
the 
debt 
refunding 


terms, at the same time squaring a 
diplomatic grudge. 


3—Great Britain, 
conscious of 


•the improvement in relations be- 
tween Americans and Englishmen 
.as a result of the conference, sees 
an opportunity to make a better 
deal on the huse undeveloped oil 
.fields of Mesopotamia. 


4—Italy, convinced that her at- 


titude of supporting the United 
States during the arms conference, 
was a complete success, is awaiting 
the psychological moment to throw 
her voice of ratification 
toward 


America at a time calculated to do

Meantime, of all the nations rep- 


resented at the Washington con- 
ference, the United States is thej

ludicrous position.
